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The  format  of  this  alphabetized  film  listing  includes,  where 
possible,  the  following  information:   title,  source  (producer 
and/or  distributor),  length,  year  of  production  and  a  brief 
description  of  content.   Most  of  the  films  are  available  in 
both  16mm  and  video  formats.   Information  regarding  sources 
is  included  in  the  Appendix. 


Adaptation  to  the  Initial  Crisis  -  Lawren  Productions,  10  minutes. 

One  of  the  five  films  in  the  "Giving  Birth  and  Independence 
Series."   After  confronting  their  disappointment  and  bitterness 
on  learning  the  newborn  baby  is  handicapped,  parents  begin  to 
work  together  to  reestablish  a  wholesome  family  life. 

Aging  and  Vision:   Declarations  of  Independence  -  Phoenix  Films/AFB, 
18  minutes,  1984. 

An  inspirational  look  at  five  senior  citizens  who  have  overcome 
their  recent  vision  loss  or  serious  impairment  to  lead  active, 
satisfying  lives. 

Amazing  Newborn  -  Polymorph  Films,  25  minutes. 

Portrays  the  degree  of  behavioral  development  already  available 
at  birth.   This  development  makes  the  infant  responsive  allowing 
it  to  interact  and  provide  information  to  help  parents  learn 
the  specific  needs  and  patterns  of  their  child.   Presents  three 
normal  infants  from  1-7  days  of  age  who  are  shown  reacting  to 
visual,  tactile,  and  auditory  stimuli. 


Anatomy  of  the  Orbit  and  Related  Structures  -  McGill  University, 
62  minutes,  1983. 

The  structures  of  the  orbit,  the  eyelids  and  lacrimal  apparatus 
are  clearly  demonstrated  by  using  human  cadaver  dissections. 
When  appropriate,  multiple  specimens  in  various  stages  of  dissec- 
tion are  used  to  illustrate  important  points.   Care  is  taken 
to  show  the  significant  relationships  between  the  tissues  includ- 
ing the  paranasal  sinuses  and  cranial  structures.   The  osteology 
is  discussed  with  reference  to  its  functional  significance. 
The  video  medium  permits  the  display  of  the  anatomy  more  realisti- 
cally than  would  be  possible  with  a  flat  surface  photograph 
or  line  drawing. 

As  a  Blind  Person  -  Phoenix  Films/AFB/MAB,  29  minutes,  1984. 

A  definitive  profile  of  Bill  Schmidt,  a  blind  school  teacher 
and  principal  of  an  elementary  school  in  Temple  City,  California. 
This  film  illustrates  how  a  blind  person  can  work  at  a  job  many 
consider  even  difficult  for  a  sighted  person. 

As  I  Am  "Bill"  -  Goshawk  Productions  Ltd.  (Alberta,  Canada), 
15  minutes,  1980. 

A  documentary  about  16-year-old  Bill  Thompson  and  his  adjustment 
to  losing  his  sight. 

BabyCise  -  Matchbox  Toys,  40  minutes,  1985. 

Presents  ideas  for  encouraging  movement  and  exploration,  develop- 
mental play,  and  interaction  between  baby  and  parent.   Developed 
for  non-handicapped  youngsters,  but  could  be  helpful  to  visually 
impaired  youngsters. 

A  Better  View  of  You  -  National  Center  for  Vision  and  Aging, 
15  minutes,  1985. 

Provides  an  overview  of  the  eye  and  vision,  visual  changes  from 
aging  including  glaucoma,  macula  degeneration,  diabetic  retinop- 
athy, and  cataracts,  the  role  of  eye  care  professionals,  and 
helpful  low  vision  aids.   Presents  ideas  through  the  concerns 
of  several  older  individuals  with  changing  vision. 

Blind  in  a  Career  -  Royal  New  Zealand  Foundation  for  the  Blind, 
12  minutes,  1974. 

Describes  the  successful  careers  of  four  blind  individuals  - 
a  typist,  a  telephone  operator,  a  computer  programmer,  and  a 
darkroom  technician.   Employers  stress  that  they  would  not  hesi- 
tate to  hire  other  competent  blind  or  partially  sighted  workers. 


Blind  in  Industry  -  Royal  New  Zealand  Foundation  for  the  Blind, 
12  minutes,  1974. 

Presents  the  cases  of  three  totally  blind  workers  in  automotive, 
cosmetic  and  electronic  factory  settings,  and  the  personnel 
managers  who  hired  them.   The  role  of  the  vocational  counselor 
is  discussed,  and  how  he  must  match  the  right  person  to  the 
right  job  as  well  as  convince  the  employer  to  hire  a  blind  person. 

Blind  Sunday  -  University  of  Iowa  and  Time-Life  Films,  31  minutes, 
1976. 

Eileen,  a  blind  high  school  student,  meets  Jeff,  who  is  sighted. 
A  relationship  develops  and  Jeff's  sometimes  clumsy  over-protec- 
tiveness  changes  to  sensitivity  and  respect  for  Eileen's  self-reli- 
ance. 

A  Blind  Teacher  in  a  Public  School  -  International  Film  Bureau/MAB, 
23  minutes,  1975. 

Shows  how  one  blind  man  carries  out  his  daily  responsibilities 
as  a  full-time  teacher  of  seventh  grade  English.   Legally  blind 
since  birth,  the  teacher  is  seen  performing  the  everyday  tasks 
required  of  a  classroom  teacher.   Interviews  with  his  colleagues, 
students  and  principal  explain  his  teaching  methods  and  explore 
the  peculiar  advantages  a  blind  teacher  may  bring  to  a  sighted 
classroom. 

Blindness:   A  Family  Matter  -  Phoenix  Films/AFB,  23  minutes. 

How  does  a  person's  family  life  change  when  he  or  she  becomes 
blind?  How  can  rehabilitation  help  a  newly  blinded  person  and 
what  role  can  family  members  play  in  the  rehabilitation  process? 
These  questions  as  well  as  others  are  answered  in  this  informative 
and  encouraging  documentary. 

The  Bold  Challenge  -  Blind  Outdoor  Leisure  Development,  15  minutes, 
1974. 

Takes  viewers  through  the  step-by-step  training  process  for 
instructors  and  prospective  blind  skiers.   Follows  individual 
skiers  through  learning  process  to  becoming  competent  skiers. 
Filmed  in  Aspen,  Colorado. 

Care  and  Protection  of  the  the  Eyes  -  Aulscthul  Group,  14  minutes, 
1974. 

Discusses  eye  protection,  safety  and  hygiene.   Stresses  protection 
of  children's  vision. 


Cataract  Surgery  -  Aulscthul  Group,  14  minutes,  1979. 

Provides  information  regarding  cataract  surgery:   procedures 
involved,  preparation  for  and  adjustment  to  visual  changes. 
Not  medically  oriented,  good  for  patients  and  their  families. 

Changes  -  Stanfield  House,  29  minutes,  1977. 

Physically  handicapped  students  on  a  university  campus  discuss 
their  needs  and  capabilities.   Demonstrates  changes  that  need 
to  occur  as  part  of  Section  504  of  the  Rehabilitation  Act  of 
1973  and  Public  Law  94-142,  which  protect  the  right  of  all  handi- 
capped people  to  receive  an  education  and  participate  fully 
in  community  life. 

Closer  Outside/Plus  proche  dehors  -  National  Film  Board  of  Canada, 
10  minutes,  1979. 

What  moves  is  not  necessarily  what  we  look  at.   The  opacity 
of  the  surrounding  space  contains,  potentially,  discoveries 
which  call  upon  the  eyes.   The  movements  of  one's  eyes  throughout 
this  space  measures  itself  with  the  movements  in  the  image. 
We  are  in  a  room  where  people  live  and  go  about  their  business. 
The  camera  gazes  on  residues  of  their  gestures  while  foregrounds 
and  backgrounds  interchange  as  they  might  if  one  is  lost  in 
looking. 

Communicating  with  Deaf-Blind  People  -  Phoenix  Films/AFB/MAB, 
18  minutes,  1964. 

A  demonstration  through  actual  conversations  with  six  deaf-blind 
people,  of  five  most  commonly  used  methods  of  communicating 
with  deaf-blind  individuals:   printing  in  the  palm,  alphabet 
glove,  one-hand  manual  alphabet,  Tallatouch,  and  vibration  method. 
Purpose  is  to  acquaint  average  person  with  says  of  communicating 
with  person  who  are  both  deaf  and  blind. 

Craig:   More  Than  One  Way  -  Films  Inc.,  19  minutes. 

Presents  a  blind  eleven-year-old  boy  as  he  goes  about  "normal" 
activities  such  as  playing  baseball  and  taking  piano  lessons. 
He  is  in  a  special  school  which  emphasizes  preparation  for  life 

in  a  sighted  community. 

Daily  Living  Skills  for  the  Visually  Impaired  -  Wisconsin  School 
for  the  Visually  Handicapped,  20J  minutes,  1981. 

Stresses  that  there  is  no  "fixed  formula"  in  working  with  visually 
impaired  students  to  assist  them  in  developing  adequate  adapta- 
tions for  a  variety  of  areas  of  daily  living. 


Dan  Haley  -  Walt  Disney  Education  Media  Company,  15f  minutes. 

Dan  Haley  is  16  years  old.   He  bowls,  plays  pinball  and  climbs 
mountains.   He  has  lost  80%  of  his  vision  and  will  eventually 
be  completely  blind.   He  sees  his  biggest  problem  as  people 
trying  to  do  too  much  for  him.   Includes  his  relationship  with 
family,  girlfriend  and  other  friends. 

Development  and  Growth  of  a  Multiply  Handicapped  Infant  -  New 

York  Univ.,  10  minutes. 

Designed  to  create  in  the  viewer  an  awareness  of  the  problems 
and  issues  involved  in  raising  a  multiply  handicapped  child 
by  considering  the  story  of  the  first  three  years  of  life  for 
Martin,  a  profoundly  retarded,  blind  child.   Martin's  mother 
ultimately  decides  to  place  him  in  an  institution. 

Diane  at  School  -  Paval  Moravan,  7  minutes,  1980. 

The  story  of  Diane  Mically  and  the  problems  she  encounters  as 
a  blind  person  attending  a  public  school. 

The  Doctor  Told  Me  to  Call  -  Western  Pennsylvania  School  for 
Blind  Children,  26  minutes,  1987. 

A  description  of  The  Parent  and  Toddler  Training  Project  of 
the  Western  Pennsylvania  School  for  the  Blind.   The  curriculum 
developed  by  the  project  is  presented  as  well  as  comments  from 
professionals  and  parents  of  visually  impaired  infants  involved 
in  the  program. 

Does  Anyone  Know  I'm  Here?  -  Barton  Film  Co.,  16  minutes. 

Presents  a  realistic  picture  of  deaf-blind  students,  the  function- 
ing levels,  the  educational  programs  available  and  concerns 
for  the  future. 

Don ' t  Push  Your  Luck  -  International  Tele-Film  Enterprises  Ltd. , 
13  minutes,  1970. 

This  industrial  health  and  safety  film  begins  with  the  reminis- 
cences of  William  Frank,  an  industrial  worker  from  Chicago  who 
was  blinded  for  life  in  an  industrial  accident.   He  tells  how 
his  negligence  in  wearing  eye  protection  cost  him  his  sight 
and  describes  graphically  how  the  accident  has  devastated  his 
life.   The  film  continues  with  a  survey  of  the  types  of  eye 
protection  devices  which  are  available  for  various  industrial 
situations . 


Educational  Assessment  and  Utilization  of  Low  Vision  -  Wisconsin 
School  for  the  Visually  Handicapped,  27  minutes,  1984. 

Stresses  the  importance  of  functional  vision  evaluations  and 
structured  programs  to  develop  efficiency  in  visual  functioning. 
The  value  of  information  from  the  student,  his  parents,  ophthalmol- 
ogist, and  from  informal  testing  in  a  variety  of  conditions 
are  also  emphasized. 

Employed  Ability:   Blind  Persons  on  the  Job  -  Phoenix  Films/AFB, 
14  minutes  1982. 

Blind  and  visually  impaired  people  talk  about  career  opportunities 
and  their  experiences  working  with  sighted  peers.   Includes 
a  wide  range  of  jobs,  from  blue  collar  to  executive,  with  percep- 
tions and  impressions  of  both  co-workers  and  supervisors  of 
the  visually  impaired  individuals. 

Extreme  Close  Up  -  National  Film  Board  of  Canada,  22  minutes, 
1980. 

This  film  introduces  a  group  of  young  adults  who  are  multihandi- 
capped,  but  who  have  one  handicap  in  common.   They  are  all  visually 
impaired,  and  most  are  totally  blind.   Through  a  music  program 
set  up  by  professional  musicians  at  Penfield  House,  Montreal, 
residents  learn  to  play  and  form  a  band.   The  film  shatters 
preconceived  ideas  about  the  limitations  of  the  blind. 

Eye  -  National  Film  Board  of  Canada,  8  minutes  11  seconds,  1972. 

Inwardly,  eyes  may  be  the  windows  of  the  soul,  but  when  the 
gaze  is  directed  outward,  they  become  much  more  than  organs 
for  perceiving  the  world  around  —  they  become  also  an  instrument 
of  involvement  in  all  of  life's  drama.   In  this  highly  imaginative 
animation  film,  one  disembodied  eye  (one  is  all  that  it  takes) 
embarks  on  life's  adventures,  entering  into  and  disengaging 
from  all  the  many  passions,  vicissitudes  and  conflicts  that 
beset  one's  course. 

Feeling  Free  -  Scholastic,  15  minutes  each. ■ 

Introduces  six  12-  to  14-year-old  children  in  their  own  environ- 
ments who  are  coping  successfully  with  disabilities.   Presented 
among  their  friends,  disabled  and  not,  at  school,  at  home,  and 
at  play,  these  children  narrate  the  programs  in  their  own  words. 
The  children  are  Ginny,  a  dwarf;  Gordon,  who  is  deaf;  Hollis, 
who  has  cerebral  palsy;  John  who  is  dyslexic;  and  Laurie,  who 
is  blind. 


A  Film  on  Early  Intervention  -  Instructional  Media  Services, 
30  minutes. 

Examines  early  intervention  program  models,  types  of  stimulation 
activities,  and  parent  involvement  in  actual  classroom  settings 
as  well  as  in  the  homes  of  handicapped  children.   Program  models 
include  homebound  assistance  for  very  young  infants  or  those 
whose  handicaps  prevent  travel;  center-based  programs  in  which 
children  attend  a  special  center  for  a  specified  number  of  days 
each  week;  programs  specializing  in  the  treatment  of  specific 
handicaps;  and  integrated  or  mainstreamed  programs. 

Finding  My  Way  -  Films  Incorporated,  8  minutes,  1974. 

Timmy  Cummings ,  a  blind  boy,  is  learning  to  take  risks  as  he 

becomes  increasingly  independent  and  learns  to  get  around  by 

himself  in  his  neighborhood.   He  is  enrolled  in  a  public  school 

classroom  where  he  uses  a  Braillewriter  and  a  typewriter  with 

a  tactile  alphabet.   One  of  six  films  in  the  Special  Children/Zoom 

Series 

Food  for  Sight  -  World  Health  Organization,  13  minutes,  1977. 

Thousands  of  children  go  blind  each  year  as  a  result  of  xerophthal- 
mia, or  nutritional  blindness.   Set  in  India,  the  film  shows 
a  pioneering  attempt  to  use  nutrition  to  prevent  the  disease. 
Women  visit  the  hospital  with  their  sick  children  and  after 
receiving  treatment  are  admitted  to  the  nutritional  rehabilitation 
center  where  they  learn  about  Vitamin  A  rich  foods. 

Getting  Started  with  the  Visually  Impaired  Child  (Early  Childhood) 

Wisconsin  School  for  the  Visually  Handicapped,  17  minutes,  1984. 

Stresses  the  importance  of  early  intervention  of  services  for 
the  visually  impaired.   Presents  the  work  of  a  home  trainer 
and  also  a  center-based  program  in  providing  services  to  infants 
and  their  families.   Strategies  of  instruction  and  programming 
for  age  3-5  (preschool)  visually  impaired  are  also  included. 

Glaucoma  -  Aulscthul  Group,  13§  minutes,  1983. 

Discusses  the  nature  of  glaucoma,  warning  signs  and  resulting 
changes  in  eyesight. 

The  Glaucomas  -  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Blindness, 
23  minutes. 

This  film  deals  with  the  types  and  diagnosis  of  glaucoma.   Treat- 
ment of  the  disease  by  medication  and  surgery  are  briefly  described 
This  film  was  designed  to  orient  doctors  and  nurses  unfamiliar 
with  the  disease. 


Goal  Ball:  An  Instructional  Tape  -  University  of  Manitoba,  18 
minutes,  1984. 

This  film  examines  goal  ball,  a  sport  designed  for  blind  athletes. 
Sighted  individuals  may  participate,  but  they  must  be  blindfolded. 

Greensquares  to  Kindergarten  -  Florida  Department  of  Education/ 
Peach  Enterprises  Inc.,  36  minutes. 

Documents  pre-primary  programs  for  educationally  vulnerable 
children  and  describes  skill  acquisition  in  seven  basic  areas: 
motor  integration  and  physical  development;  tactile  awareness; 
visual-motor  integration;  visual  discrimination;  auditory  discrim- 
ination; conceptual  development;  and  language  development  and 
verbal  expression. 

Helen  Keller  in  Her  Story  -  Phoenix  Films/AFB,  45  minutes,  1955. 

This  film  is  a  factual  biography.   Miss  Keller  appeared  in  the 
scenes  of  her  daily  life  which  were  shot  for  this  film — still 
photographs,  early  motion  pictures  and  newsreels  document  her 
earlier  life.   The  film,  narrated  by  the  late  Katharine  Cornell, 
won  the  Academy  Award  as  the  Best  Documentary  of  1955.   Patty 
Duke  Astin,  who  portrayed  Miss  Keller  in  the  play  and  film, 
The  Miracle  Worker,  updates  the  biography  in  a  recently  produced 
segment . 

If  You  Could  See  What  I  Hear  -  Cine  Shelter  Films,  Ltd.,  103 

minutes,  1981. 

In  recent  years,  Tom  Sullivan  has  attained  success  as  an  entertainer, 
despite  his  blindness.   Based  on  Sullivan's  autobiography,  the 
film  concentrates  on  his  college  years.   On  the  rebound  from 
an  unhappy  love  affair,  Sullivan,  with  his  friend  Sly,  sets 
out  for  a  summer  in  Cape  Cod  and  a  job  as  a  singer.   There, 
he  sows  his  wild  oats,  seducing  women,  learning  to  drive  and 
practicing  sky-diving,  until  he  meets  Patti,  the  woman  he  will 
eventually  marry.   The  summer  is  a  happy,  funny  time,  but  one 
which  also  provides  Tom  with  a  new  understanding  of  the  real 
limits  of  his  blindness. 

The  Incredible  Seeing  Machine  -  Film  Distribution  Service,  14^ 
minutes . 

Filmed  in  Florida,  the  film  focuses  on  a  class  of  college  students 
as  they  explore  different  aspects  of  vision  with  their  instructor. 
The  students  learn  how  the  eye  works,  why  optical  illusions 
confuse  the  eye  and  the  history  and  development  of  corrective 
lenses . 
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Independence  With  Low  Vision  -  Greater  Detroit  Society  for  the 
Blind,  10  minutes,  1975. 

Features  a  low  vision  senior  citizen  accomplishing  many  activities 
of  daily  living.   General  introduction  to  blindness,  including 
mobility,  aids  for  kitchen  organization,  playing  cards,  etc. 

Instructional  Systems  for  the  Multihandicapped  Visually  Impaired 

Wisconsin  School  for  the  Visually  Handicapped  -  17^  minutes, 
1984. 

Presents  instructional  strategies  used  in  working  with  the  multi- 
handicapped  visually  impaired. 

Invisible  Children  -  Learning  Corporation  of  America,  24  minutes, 
1980. 

The  film  features  "The  Kids  on  the  Block"  with  Gary  Burghoff 
in  an  effective  attempt  to  encourage  youngsters  to  understand 
and  accept  their  handicapped  peers.   Focuses  on  three  children: 
one  who  is  blind,  one  who  is  deaf  and  one  in  a  wheelchair, 

Jean  Little  -  School  Services  of  Canada,  19  minutes. 

This  film  features  the  life  and  work  of  Jean  Little,  a  well-known 
Canadian  children's  author.   Little,  who  has  limited  eyesight 
since  birth,  has  written  many  books  about  children  with  disabilities 
Photographs  and  reminiscences  document  Little's  early  life  and 
the  growth  of  her  career.   Her  experience  as  a  teacher  of  disabled 
children  made  her  aware  of  the  lack  of  books  dealing  realistically 
with  the  lives  of  handicapped  children.   Her  first  book,  Mine 
for  Keeps .  addressed  this  need.   There  are  dramatized  excerpts 
of  this  book  and  From  Anna,  a  book  about  a  little  girl  with 
poor  eyesight.   Little's  pets,  including  her  guide  dog,  Zephyr, 
have  inspired  her  to  write  many  books  about  children's  relationships 
with  animals.   Both  Little's  writing  process  and  how  tha.t  process 
has  evolved  to  her  current  use  of  an  audio  word  processor  are 
detailed. 

It's  Good  to  be  Back  -  National  Film  Board  of  Canada,  24  minutes 
18  seconds,  1966. 

The  story  of  a  man  blinded  in  an  auto  accident  and  how  he  makes 
his  way  back  to  self-respect  and  self-support  with  the  assistance 
of  an  adjustment  training  course  at  the  CNIB.   The  film  illustrates 
physical  and  emotional  handicaps  that  the  blind  man,  and  to 
some  degree  his  family,  must  meet  and  overcome. 

Just  One  of  the  Boys  -  National  Film  Board  of  Canada,  15  minutes 
47  seconds,  1975. 

This  film  is  a  profile  of  Eric  Davidson,  blinded  at  age  2  in 
the  1917  Halifax  harbor  explosion.   Professional  car  mechanic 
and  antique  car  buff,  his  expertise  has  earned  him  the  attribute 
of  "the  Rolls  man." 


Know  Me  as  a  Person  -  Hennepen  Technical  Center,  35  minutes. 

A  documentary  concerning  two  visually  impaired  and  two  hearing 
impaired  students  who  are  enrolled  in  regular  junior  and  senior 
high  schools.   It  focuses  on  the  effective  implications  of  main- 
streaming. 

Like  You-Like  Me  Series  -  Encyclopedia  Britannica,  10  films, 
10  minutes  each,  1977. 

A  series  of  ten  animated  films  designed  to  help  teachers  integrate 
handicapped  children  into  their  classrooms.   Aimed  at  the  kinder- 
garten/primary level,  but  suitable  for  adults  as  well,  the  series 
consists  of  short  stories  about  events  in  the  lives  of  handicapped 
children.   Let's  Talk  It  Over  is  about  a  child  with  epilepsy; 
Let's  Be  Friends  concerns  an  emotionally  disturbed  child;  Let 
Me  Try  presents  a  mentally  retarded  child;  Doing  Things  Together 
features  a  child  with  an  artificial  hand;  Everyone  Needs  Some 
Help  introduces  speech  and  hearing  impairments;  See  What  I  Feel 
features  a  blind  child;  When  I  Grow  Up  is  concerned  with  career 
aspirations;  Why  Me  presents  an  orthopedically  handicapped  child; 
It's  Up  to  Me  concerns  a  child  with  asthma;  and  I  Can  Do  It 
is  about  a  child  with  double  braces.   These  films  are  loaned 
together  as  a  series  only. 

Lise  -  Zolov  Productions,  Inc.,  24  minutes  50  seconds,  1986. 

Hand  in  hand,  two  skiers  descend  a  snowy  slope.   Light  and  ethereal, 
they  seem  to  dance  in  the  splendor  of  the  alpine  landscape. 
A  pair  of  sports  enthusiasts,  like  so  many  others,  enjoying 
their  favorite  winter  sport.   But  the  girl,  Lise,  is  blind. 
With  help  from  Robert,  her  instructor  and  friend,  she  has  just 
made  her  dream  come  true:   she  is  skiing.   Lise  exudes  cheerful- 
ness.  We  learn  that  she  is  a  very  accomplished  woman  and  we 
visit  her  in  Montreal  to  share  her  daily  existence.   We  enter 
into  her  universe.   We  penetrate  into  her  "night."   Her  dog, 
Polly,  by  her  side,  she  goes  about  her  daily  chores.   A  happy 
mother,  Lise  lives  with  her  five-year-old  son  Philippe,  with 
whom  she  has  built  an  extraordinary  relationship.   In  our  world, 
where  everything  is  made  to  be  seen  or  read,  Lise  has  won  a 
great  victory  just  by  gaining  her  independence. 

Listen.  You'll  See...  -  National  Film  Board  of  Canada,  6  minutes, 
1983. 

An  animation  film  that  illustrates  how  closely  eye  and  ear  are 
linked,  and  how  one  acts  on  the  other.   The  film  is  divided 
into  three  sections — game,  conflict  and  flirtation — that  repeat 
themselves  without  seeming  to  do  so.   This  illusion  is  created 
by  the  sound  track,  which  varies  and  colors  the  action.   A  film 
without  words.

Living  With  Vision  Loss  -  CNIB,  13  minutes,  1987. 

Focuses  on  the  deterioration  of  eyesight  in  senior  citizens. 
Simulations  are  presented  for  cataracts,  glaucoma  and  macular 
degeneration.   Suggestions  are  made  regarding  home  adjustments 
to  make  life  easier  for  visually  impaired  senior  citizens. 

Look  Out  for  Annie  -  National  Center  for  Vision  and  Aging,  28 
minutes . 

Focuses  on  a  widow  who  has  recently  lost  her  sight.   Depicts 
her  relationships  with  family,  friends,  and  the  staff  of  a  senior 
citizens'  center  and  portrays  the  practical  and  emotional  effects 
of  coping  with  a  severe  visual  impairment. 

Love  at  First  Sight  -  National  Film  Board  of  Canada,  85  minutes, 
1976. 

Roy  is  a  blind  man  working  in  a  china  shop.   Shirley  wanders 
in  one  day  and  falls  in  love  with  him  "at  first  sight."   When 
she  causes  an  accident  and  Roy  is  fired,  they  try  to  find  him 
a  new  job.   Included  in  this  romantic  comedy  are  episodes  in 
which  Shirley  invites  Roy  home  to  dinner,  neglecting  to  mention 
to  her  parents  that  he  is  blind,  a  highway  chase  with  Roy  driving, 
and  Roy  bluffing  the  proof  to  Shirley's  father  that  he  has  regained 
his  sight  after  which  the  couple  drive  off  in  search  of  a  happy 
future . 

Love  Leads  the  Way  -  Walt  Disney,  99  minutes. 

True  story  of  Morris  Frank,  played  by  Timothy  Bottoms,  who  was 
blinded  in  a  boxing  accident  and  became  the  first  person  to 
train  with  a  Seeing  Eye  dog.   Eva  Marie  Saint  portrays  Dorothy 
Eustis,  founder  of  The  Seeing  Eye. 

Mainstreaming  Visually  Impaired  Youngsters  -  University  of  Southern 
Mississippi . 

Provides  examples  of  simulated  central,  peripheral,  and  diffuse 
visual  losses,  with  basic  implications  and  suggestions  for  support- 
ing mildly  visually  impaired  youngsters  in  a  mainstreamed  situation 

A  Matter  of  Convenience  -  Stanfield  House,  10  minutes,  1975. 

This  film  differentiates  between  a  disability  and  a  handicap. 
It  presents  people  who  are  either  blind  or  amputees  in  their 
efforts  to  ski  the  sloppes  of  Lake  Tahoe,  Nevada.   The  scenery 
is  breathtaking.   The  camera  follows  the  skiers  over  the  slopes 
interplayed  with  comments  by  the  skiers  as  to  how  they  overcome 
their  physical  limitations. 
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Meeting  the  Challenge  of  Blindness  -  The  Seeing  Eye,  Inc.,  28 
minutes,  1974. 

A  look  into  the  lives  of  four  blind  people  -  a  homemaker,  a 
husband  and  wage  earner,  a  retired  business  man,  and  a  young 
working  girl.   Shows  how  each  has  met  the  challenge  of  blindness. 
Intended  as  an  aid  to  medical  groups,  nursing  schools  and  organi- 
zations concerned  with  the  rehabilitation  of  blind  people. 

The  Midas  Experience  -  Krizsan  Film  Productions,  10  minutes, 
1980. 

A  documentary  about  sports  events  for  blind  people. 

Moira  -  A  Vision  of  Blindness  -  MAB,  28  minutes,  1979. 

This  film  presents  the  world  as  viewed  through  the  eyes  of  Moira, 
a  blind  teenager.   Moira  is  a  delightful  young  lady  who  is  shown 
interacting  with  family  and  friends. 

My  Friends  Call  Me  Tony  -  National  Film  Board  of  Canada/MAB, 
15  minutes  1976. 

Features  Tony  Rossi  and  his  life  as  a  resident  student  at  the 
Montreal  Association  School  for  the  Blind  (MASB).   Tony  became 
blind  at  age  three  as  a  result  of  a  brain  tumor.   Film  depicts 
Tony  taking  a  mobility  lesson,  shopping  at  a  supermarket,  cooking, 
playing  checkers,  using  outdoor  climbing  equipment  and  partici- 
pating in  a  cub  meeting,  playing  floor  hockey.   By  showing  Tony 
in  a  variety  of  situations,  some  of  the  methods  used  to  compen- 
sate for  a  visual  loss  are  depicted.   Tony  and  John  Diakageorgeau 
(also  shown  in  the  film)  later  attended  Elizabeth  Ballentyne 
School  full-time  for  Grade  6.   Presently,  they  are  attending 
Montreal  West  High  School. 

Nicky:   One  of  My  Best  Friends  -  McGraw-Hill  -  Film  Division, 
15  minutes,  1975. 

An  authentic,  unrehearsed  documentary  of  a  typical  school  day 
in  the  life  of  Nicky  Larames,  who  was  born  blind  and  with  cerebral 
palsy.   Depicts  the  way  in  which  his  parents,  teachers,  and 
peers  have  accepted  his  disability  and  insured  the  success  of 
his  education  in  a  regular  classroom. 

Nightangel  -  National  Film  Board  of  Canada,  18  minutes  41  seconds, 
1986. 

He  was  inclined  to  be  a  dreamer.   Losing  his  sight  suddenly, 
he  is  plunged  into  a  very  disturbing  world.   Luckily,  a  good 
angel  is  watching  over  him.   This  animation  film  shows  the  trauma 
experienced  in  making  the  transition  from  the  real  to  the  imaginary 
world  and  vice  versa.   (Awards:   Los  Angeles;  Varna;  Espinho; 
Rio  de  Janerio)

No  More  Special  Me  -  Film  Craft  Laboratories,  50  minutes,  1982. 

Produced  in  Australia,  No  More  Special  Me  presents  the  "The 
Kids  on  the  Block"  puppets  and  their  creator,  Barbara  Aiello. 
The  film  shows  the  interaction  between  handicapped  and  non-handi- 
capped puppets  and  also  children  in  the  audience.   Handicaps 
covered  include  blindness,  cerebral  palsy,  deafness,  and  mental 
retardation . 

No  Two  Alike  -  Phoenix  Films/AFB/MAB,  19  minutes. 

A  film  dealing  with  mainstreaming  visually  impaired  students 
into  regular  school  programs.   Demonstrates  how  teachers  use 
available  support  services  and  special  aids  to  provide  the  best 
education  possible  for  all  students.   Also  shows  blind  and  visually 
impaired  students  learning  and  playing  with  sighted  classmates. 

Not  Without  Sight  -  Phoenix  Films/AFB/MAB,  20  minutes,  1973. 

Depicts  the  major  types  of  visual  impairment,  how  they  change 
vision,  and  how  affected  people  use  remaining  vision.   Five 
impairments  are  used  to  illustrate  the  three  main  types  of  visual 
impairments  -  one,  where  overall  vision  is  obscured;  two,  where 
edges  of  vision  or  parts  of  vision  are  obscured;  and  three, 
where  the  center  of  vision  is  obscured. 

O/O  -  National  Film  Board  of  Canada,  7  minute  12  seconds,  1981. 

Through  the  use  of  a  blank  screen  and  conversations  with  blind 
people,  the  film  relates  to  its  audiences  the  concrete  experiences 
of  being  blind.   The  film  ends  with  the  idea  that  it  tries  to 
instill:   "In  the  dark  we  are  all  the  same." 

One  in  a  Thousand  -  AFB,  12  minutes. 

The  school  administration  in  a  local  education  agency  bears 
the  overall  responsibility  for  seeing  that  the  needs  of  visually 
handicapped  students  in  the  school  are  met.   Discusses  support 
services,  aids  and  personnel  available  locally  and  nationally 
that  the  in-school  administrator  can  call  on  and  also  focuses 
on  how  a  visually  handicapped  student's  Individualized  Education 
Program  (IEP)  is  developed. 

One  of  the  Gang  -  AFB,  12  minutes. 

Being  able  to  participate  alongside  their  sighted  peers  in  sports 
and  extracurricular  activities  is  just  as  important  to  developing 
visually  handicapped  youngsters'  independence  and  self-confidence 
as  being  able  to  keep  up  with  the  academic  work.   Shows  how 
physical  education  instructors  use  simple  techniques  and  adapted 
sport  equipment  to  include  visually  handicapped  youngsters  in 
physical  and  recreational  activities.   Includes  some  simple 
exercises  used  to  help  younger  visually  handicapped  children 
develop  motor  skills  and  spatial  concepts. 
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The  Optacon  Story  -  MAB,  17  minutes. 

The  optacon  is  an  OPtical  to  TActile  CONverter :   a  miniature 
camera  photographs  the  image  of  a  letter  and  converts  it  electron- 
ically into  the  tactile  impression  made  by  the  movement  of  144 
pins  on  the  tip  of  the  index  finger  of  the  left  hand.   Thus, 
the  totally  blind  may  read  print  by  means  of  the  optacon. 

Orientation  and  Mobility  for  the  Visually  Impaired  -  Wisconsin 
School  for  the  Visually  Handicapped,  26  minutes,  1982. 

Presents  techniques  used  to  develop  skills  and  concepts  necessary 
for  independent  travel.   From  body  image  concepts  to  business 
travel  skills,  partially  sighted  and  totally  blind  students 
are  provided  a  structured  program  to  reach  their  individual 
potentials  in  traveling  independently. 

Out  of  Left  Field  -  Phoenix  Films/AFB/MAB,  7  minutes,  1973. 

Filmed  at  the  Governor  Morehead  School  for  the  Blind,  this  film 
demonstrates  how  blind  and  visually  impaired  youths  can  be  integra- 
ted with  their  sighted  peers.   It  is  built  around  two  panel 
discussions  by  sighted,  blind  and  visually  impaired  children 
and  how  they  met  the  problems  of  integration.   It  shows  blind 
and  visually  impaired  children  swimming,  playing  ball,  wrestling, 
singing,  dancing  and  playing  many  different  games  with  their 
sighted  peers. 

Penny  and  Ann  -  MAB,  19  minutes. 

During  her  two-year  training  program  at  a  rehabilitation  center, 
Penny  who  is  blind  and  Ann,  her  young  therapist,  learn  together 
the  wonderful  ability  of  the  blind  to  become  socially  involved 
and  personally  self-sufficient. 

People  You'd  Like  to  Know  Series  -  Encyclopedia  Britannica, 
10  films,  10  minutes  each. 

Captures  moments  in  the  lives  of  ten  highly  individualized  young- 
sters in  the  11-14  age  range  who  have  various  handicapping  condi- 
tions.  Mark  is  learning  disabled;  Mary  has  hearing  and  speech 
impairments;  Harold  is  blind;  John  suffers  from  Cystic  Fibrosis; 
Paige  is  a  victim  of  Down's  Syndrome;  Dee  is  a  victim  of  Larson' 
Syndrome;  Kai  has  a  speech  impairment;  Elizabeth  is  visually 
impaired;  C.  J.  has  emotional  problems;  and  Diana  is  an  amputee. 
These  films  are  loaned  as  a  set  only. 
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Perception  -  Structure  or  Flow  -  National  Film  Board  of  Canada, 
14  minutes  35  seconds,  1971. 

Seeing  is  believing,  believing  is  seeing,  says  this  film  in 
an  engaging,  involving  examination  of  what  perception  is  -  what 
causes  one  person  to  see  things  one  way,  another  person  in  a 
totally  different  way.   Examples  are  live  and  provocative  and 
point  to  other  directions  of  enquiry.   It  is  a  film  to  stimulate 
discussion,  especially  at  the  high  school  level. 

Physical  Education  for  Blind  Children  -  Campbell  Films,  Inc., 
18  minutes,  1977. 

Blind  children  of  all  ages  are  shown  participating  in  a  wide 
variety  of  vigorous  physical  activities,  both  in  public  and 
residential  schools.   Directed  and  produced  by  Dr.  Charles  Buell, 
a  leader  in  physical  education  for  visually  impaired  children. 

Physical  Education  for  the  Visually  Impaired  -  Wisconsin  School 
for  the  Visually  Handicapped,  22  minutes,  1981. 

Emphasizes  the  importance  of  physical  education  for  the  visually 
impaired.   Includes  adaptations  for  a  variety  of  activities. 

Playing  the  Crucial  Role  in  Your  Child's  Development  -  APH , 

7i   minutes,  1988. 

A  film  that  includes  easy-to-follow  suggestions  for  using  a 
young  child's  environment  and  everyday  experiences  to  build 
skills  in  reaching,  grasping,  coordination,  walking,  etc.   Helpful 
for  teachers  and  other  professionals  working  with  visually  impaired 
babies  from  birth  to  2  years  old. 

Poison  Ivy  -  Phoenix  Films/MAB,  13  minutes,  1979. 

Sixty-six-year-old  Ivy  Granstron  jogs,  skis,  bowls,  gardens 
and  does  carpentry  work.   Sometimes  she  walks  into  a  wall. 
Due  to  insufficient  care  at  birth,  she  only  enjoys  4.5%  vision, 
but  she  doesn't  let  blindness  interfere  with  her  life.   She 
practices  the  art  of  "mind  over  eyes." 

Reaching  Out .. .Letting  Go:   The  Ski  Hawks  -  National  Film  Board 
of  Canada,  27  minutes  50  seconds. 

Those  with  a  handicap  need  not  be  excluded  from  participating 
in  sports.   In  this  film,  a  group  of  blind  people  are  learning 
to  develop  their  abilities  to  ski. 
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Regards  -  National  Film  Board  of  Canada,  31  minutes,  1983. 

The  film  confronts  our  modes  of  composing  and  communicating 
information  by  continuously  asking  "What  is  it?"  and  providing 
a  range  of  possible  interpretations  of  the  phenomena  it  depicts: 
Demonstrations  of  shifting  figure-ground  relationships,  ambiguous 
sizes  and  positions  undermine  a  single  reading  of  any  particular 
shot.   "The  three  characters  who  appear  in  the  film  are  female 
and  it  is  through  them,  in  large  part,  that  the  film's  ideas 
are  communicated.   This  indicates  a  'female  voice'  but  leaves 
open  the  question  of  an  exclusively  female  point  of  view  or 
mode  of  perceptions."  Anna  Bronau. 

Shelley  -  Canadian  National  Institute  for  the  Blind,  20  minutes. 

Shows  the  development  of  a  blind  preschool  child  from  ten  months 
to  six  years  of  age.   Shelley's  progress  is  compared  to  that 
of  another  blind  youngster  who  did  not  receive  adequate  stimula- 
tion and  consequently  becomes  low  functioning  in  all  areas  of 
life . 

Seeing  With  Feeling  -  CNIB,  10  minutes. 

Story  of  a  young  woman  who  suddenly  lost  her  sight  due  to  diabetic 
retinopathy.   Focuses  on  the  role  of  CNIB  in  her  rehabilitation. 

A  Sense  of  Spatial  Organization  -  National  Film  Board  of  Canada, 
19  minutes  45  seconds,  1980. 

The  film  attempts  to  systematically  explore  the  process  by  which 
man  orders  his  world.   To  this  end,  the  film  fragments  parts 
of  perception  into  a  series  of  chapters:   measurement,  depth, 
color,  movement,  situation,  etc. 

The  Seven  Minute  Lesson  -  Phoenix  Films/AFB/MAB,  7  minutes, 


In  seven  minutes,  this  film  teaches  you  how  to  be  a  sighted 
guide  for  a  blind  or  visually  impaired  person. 

The  Sixth  Sense  -  National  Council  on  Aging,  12  minutes,  1985. 

Discusses  the  different  sensory  losses  that  can  occur  with  aging 
and  implications  in  several  areas  of  daily  life.   Presents  practi- 
cal and  sensitive  suggestions  for  handling  environmental  and 

social  situations. 
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So.  You're  Going  to  Have  a  Visually  Handicapped  Child  in  Your 
Class  -  AFB,  12  minutes. 

Many  visually  handicapped  children  educated  in  local  education 
agencies  spend  most  of  their  time  with  the  regular  classroom 
teacher.   This  filmstrip  answers  the  regular  teacher's  questions 
by  detailing  the  kinds  of  special  support  personnel  and  aids 
available  to  insure  that  the  student  is  receiving  the  same  educa- 
tional and  social  opportunities  as  classmates. 

Still  the  Same  Person  -  AFB/MAB,  3  minutes,  1975. 

This  film  shows  how  a  blind  woman  can  apply  makeup  in  order 
to  get  ready  for  work.   It  is  beautifully  filmed  with  a  fine 
narration  by  Joan  Hackett .   (Ok  high  school  age  upward  and  agencies 
working  with  young  people.) 

Synesthesia  -  National  Film  Board  of  Canada,  30  minutes,  1984. 

It's  the  night  of  Cosmos'  Crystal  Ball  and  every  young  woman 
in  the  Quad  Cities  area  is  busy  preparing  for  the  biggest  bride 
hunt  of  the  century.   Everyone  except  Sydny ,  a  young  blind  woman; 
that  is,  until  the  appearance  of  Phelix,  her  fumbling  but  flamboy- 
ant Fairy  Godmother. 

Teaching  Visually  Impaired  Students  -  AER ,  4  minutes,  1986. 

Recruitment  film  produced  by  AER. 

A  Test  of  Skills  -  AFB,  12  minutes. 

The  school  psychologist  plays  a  crucial  role  in  developing  a 
sound  educational  plan  for  a  visually  handicapped  student  and 
in  helping  the  student  adjust  to  a  new  situation,  and  therefore 
has  to  be  av/are  of  the  different  methods  that  have  been  developed 
to  test  and  assess  the  educational  and  psychological  capabilities 
of  the  visually  handicapped  child.   Follows  a  psychologist  with 
the  Delaware  County  Intermediate  Unit  in  Pennsylvania,  as  she 
evaluates  John,  a  visually  handicapped  youngster,  and  Tina, 
a  totally  blind  teenager.   Documents  the  vital  role  she  plays 
as  a  member  of  both  students'  Individualized  Education  Program 
(IEP)  team. 

To  Climb  a  Mountain  -  Phoenix  Films,  13  minutes. 

A  beautifully  photographed  film  showing  the  Braille  Institute's 
first  mountain  climbing  expedition  for  students. 

To  Hear;  To  See;  To  Learn  -  Nova  Scotia,  Education  Media  Services, 
31  minutes,  1985. 

This  documentary  explains  the  range  of  special  educational  services 
offered  in  both  official  languages  to  visually  impaired  and 
hearing  handicapped  students  throughout  Atlantic  Canada  by  the 
Atlantic  Provinces  Special  Education  Authority. 
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To  Share  a  Vision  -  Phoenix  Films,  12  minutes,  1982. 

The  film  focuses  on  John  Slatin,  a  young  poet/teacher,  who  is 
going  blind.   As  a  sighted  person,  John  is  much  like  many  in 
the  audience.   He  shares  their  fears,  apprehensions  and  prejudices 
concerning  his  dimming  world.   Will  he  be  able  to  continue  to 
write  poetry ... .teach. .. .be  a  good  friend  and  lover ... .marry ... .be 
a  father ... .contribute  to  the  world. .. .be  happy?   As  John  expresses 
these  concerns  they  are  answered  in  a  realistic  yet  positive 
manner  by  cinematic  juxtapositions  of  experiences  of  other  blind 
people  who  are  good  friends,  lovers,  workers,  parents,  spouses 
and  who  must  definitely  contribute  to  the  world  and  who  are 
happy ... .people  who  experience  the  full  range  of  human  emotions 
which  we  all  experience. 

The  Triumph  of  Louis  Braille  -  Indiana  University,  26  minutes, 
1956. 

Presents  the  story  of  Louis  Braille,  a  blind  instructor  at  the 
National  Institute  for  the  Young  Blind  in  Paris,  who  developed 
the  system  of  braille  reading  and  writing.   Also  presents  the 
criticisms  he  had  to  work  against. 

Vision  of  the  Blind  -  Time-Life  Films,  48  minutes,  1977. 

Explores  new  approaches  to  understanding  blindness,  with  many 
of  the  ideas  coming  from  blind  persons.   At  a  school  in  England, 
blind  children  are  seen  playing  football.   In  California,  a 
man  whose  eyes  have  never  seen  now  "sees"  via  sensations  on 
the  surface  of  his  skin.   In  Utah,  Craig,  who  was  blinded  ten 
years  ago  now  sees  without  using  any  of  his  senses  at  all. 

Visual  Pursuit  and  Object  Permanence  -  High/Scope,  27  minutes. 

Takes  the  viewer  through  the  four  major  steps  in  the  development 
of  the  infant's  ability  to  recognize  and  distinguish  objects; 

visual  search,  partial  disappearance,  complete  disappearance, 
and  invisible  displacement.   Includes  examples  of  home-teaching 

techniques . 

Vocational  Education  for  the  Visually  Impaired  -  Wisconsin  School 
for  the  Visually  Handicapped,  23  minutes,  1981. 

Presents  vocational  education  as  a  vital  part  of  the  provision 
of  a  thorough  and  balanced  curriculum  for  the  visually  impaired. 
Includes  adaptations  necessary  for  different  visual  impairments 
and  methods  of  integrating  visually  impaired  students  into  voca- 
tional education  programs  in  public  schools. 
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We  Can  Do  It  -  International  Association  of  Machinists  and  Aero- 
space Workers. 

Provide  examples  of  how  one  union's  cooperative  efforts  with 
a  number  of  companies  has  resulted  in  locating  and  supporting 
appropriate  jobs  for  persons  with  disabilities.   Focuses  on 
individuals  with  visual,  physical,  hearing  impairments  and  mental 
retardation . 

What  Color  is  the  Wind  -  Allan  Grant  Productions,  27  minutes, 
1973. 

Presents  the  true  story  of  twin  boys,  one  born  blind,  and  their 
parents'  determination  to  treat  both  of  them  equally.   A  discus- 
sion guide  is  included. 

What  Do  You  Do  When  You  See  a  Blind  Person?  -  Phoenix  Films/AFB/MAB, 
14  minutes  1971. 

A  humorous  film  about  misconceptions  concerning  blind  and  visually 
impaired  people.   Through  a  narrator  and  some  cinematic  tricks, 
Phil,  the  hero  of  the  film,  learns  the  right  (and  wrong)  way 
to  walk,  talk  and  have  lunch  with  a  blind  person. 

Within  Reach  -  Getting  to  Know  People  Who  Are  Deaf-Blind  -  TASH 
Technical  Assistance  Project,  25  minutes,  1988. 

This  film  focuses  on  the  special  needs  of  children  who  are  deaf- 
blind.   It  presents  7  individuals  representing  a  wide  range 
of  abilities.   Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  use  of  a  variety  of 
interaction  techniques  and  communication  methods. 

The  World  of  Deaf-Blind  Children  -  Growing  Up  -  Campbell  Films 
Inc.,  29  minutes,  1975. 

Shows  the  different  kinds  of  social  activities  that  are  required 
in  a  deaf-blind  child's  education  in  order  for  him  to  make  a 
successful  transition  to  adult  life.   Explores  the  program  at 
the  Perkins  School  for  the  Blind,  which  includes  career  education, 
skills  for  meaningful  home  life,  mobility  skills,  etc. 

The  World  of  Deaf -Blind  Children  -  How  They  Communicate  -  Campbell 
Films  Inc.,  29  minutes,  1974. 

Shows  deaf-blind  children  and  their  teachers  at  the  Perkins 
School  for  the  Blind.   Illustrates  how  the  barriers  imposed 
by  defective  sight  and  hearing  can  be  overcome.   Explores  the 
many  techniques  employed  by  teachers  and  what  achieving  communica- 
tion can  mean  to  a  deaf-blind  child. 

You  and  Your  Eyes  -  Walt  Disney  Educational  Media  Co.,  8  minutes. 

Jiminy  Cricket  provides  information  on  the  structure  and  function 
of  the  eye  in  an  8  minute  comic  strip  available  in  English  or 
French.
